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This textbook is the fruit of more than a year of research, design, 
testing and reviewing. There was a need for a new textbook that 
would be eclectic enough in both content and form so that any 
teaching method could be applied to it. The textbook had to be 
condensed so that its content could be covered within the ten weeks 
allotted for the Peace Corps Pre-Service Training (PST). The textbook 
needed to be written in Arabic script in order to enhance the trainees’ 
learning of reading and writing during and after PST. Finally, the 
textboekJiad to include a more substantial cultural content to allow 
for md^ understanding of the Tunisian culture on the part of Peace 
Corps tr^ees and Volunteers. 

In its first publication, the entire textbook was written in Arabic 
script. After using it during the PST of 1987 and receiving feedback 
from the trainees and the language teachers, some transliteration 
was added . All dialogues and passages were transliterated. These 
transliterations, however, are placed at the back pages of the script 
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versions so as to leave the student with the choice of learning 
through ^aither medium. 

Some grammar tables and glossaries were also transliterated and, 
whenever necessary, translated into English. 

The dialect used in this textbook is that spoken in the Tunis area at 
the present time. Volunteers who will live and work in sites other 
than Tunis will notice some differences between the dialect they 
have learned and the one spoken at their sites. These differences 
occur mainly at the levels of pronunciation (such as the use of <g> 
instead of <q>) and vocabulary (such as the use of shi:shma in the 
Sojsse area instead of sabba:la for ’faucef) and are easy to adapt to. 
It is recommended that trainees be introduced to some of these 
differences before they leave training. 

This is a language textbook. In other words, this is neither tlw 
curriculum nor the teaching method. It is often thought that a goc^ 
language book and an energetic teacher are enough to guarantee Vm 
successful learning of a language. Unfortunately this is not so. ^ 
addition to the textbook and the teacher, a sound language curriculum 
and a suitable teaching method or combination of methods are 
necessary. The set of clearly stated competency-based objectives 
listed for every lesson in this textbook should be supplemented with a 
more specific and individualized syllabus with activities designed 
especially for each training. The teacher may believe that his/her 
students need more exercises or more vocabulary than what is 
provided in this textbook, and so s/he should introduce these changes 
in his/her lesson plan and evalu^ e their outcome. We hope that this 
textbook is flexible enough so as to allow for any input as long as it 
is well thought out and purposeful. 

This tet^l^k contains fifteen lessons. Each lesson is made up of the 
following-components: 

1. Teacher's Guide-Sheet. 

At the beginning of every lesson a guide sheet is presented with the 
following components: 

A. Objectives. 

These are the objectives of the lesson upon which every activity is 
based. These objectives should guide the teacher in planning his/her 
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lesson and evaluating it. In other words, these objectives are, if 
grouped, a syllabus which lists specific competencies to be learned by 
the trainees^ it is recommended that these objectives be adjusted to 
the specM^jieeds of the trainees if necessary. 

B. Contents. 

Contents of each lesson will be included under the general theme (or 
semantic field) and the grammar points. We recommend that the order 
of themes and grammar points be kept as it is in this textbook since 
they were purposefully and carefully graded. 

c. Materials Needed. 

Teaching aids are listed under this heading in an attempt to help the 
teacher select and prepare them in advance. 

2. Main Dialogue. 

These dialogues introduce the theme of the lesson with a number of 
selected words, idiomatic expressions as well as the grammar 
structure(s) chosen to be presented in the course of that lesson. Mos^ 
of these dialogues are rich with cultural expressions and situations^ 
Some of them are long and should bo taught in parts. * 

3. Vocabulary Expansion. 

The dialogue is usually followed by a vocabulary section which is 
presented either in the form of a glossary, a set or series of 
illustrations, or in the context of some exercises. It is recommended 
that the vocabulary expansion be taugh* through a planned activity 
rather than a mere listing of new terms. 

4. Grammar polnt(s). 

Tables are usually used to illustrate ^he grammar point(s) as clearly 
as possijipr Few notes and comments are made in an attempt to be 
simple b rief. Few technical terms are used, and teachers can help 
their students comprehend them in case of difficulty. The grammar 
points are graded in such a way that they not only go from less to 
more complex but also suit the theme of the lesson in which they are 
included. All grammar points are followed by grammar exercises 
which the teacher should feel free to expand if there is a need for 
more practice. 
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4. Suppifjiientary Dialogues and Prose Passages. 

Both supplementary dialogues and prose passages are included with 
the aim of extending the vocabulary presented in and after the main 
dialogue to a different socio-cultural situation or context. This will 
enable the studen s to understand the determining role of variables 
such as time, place, social status of the interlocutors, subject of the 
interlocution, etc. 

5. Other Activities. 



a. ConstructologfsT Students are asked to construct a dialogue from 
a picture, a series of pictures, a description of a situation, or a list 
of selected vocabulary. 

b. TaskfsT Students are provided with some insti actions, are asked 
to perform an out-of-class activity, and come back to report on it i# 
class. We hope that teachers will suggest more of these tasks to se| 
the basis for more experiential learning. 

c. Tunisian Proverbs. Some of the lessons end with a selection of the 
most common Tunisian proverbs. These proverbs are chosen according 
to the theme of the lesson, and are included so as to increase the 
cultural content of the language course. 

Finally, we hope that this book will make its modest contribution to 
the development of a better understanding and communication 
between the peopleof the Arab world.
